Squaw-Men, White Men and Red Men 
All Tak e a Hand in 


THE FIENDISH BLOODY TRAGEDY 


The Unlawful sell ins: of Liquor at 
the 
Bottom of the M urderous Mess. 


The Details. 


Patrick Ryan was murdered at Bar­ 
clay’s lumber Tanch on » Saturday 
morning last by being stabbed in the 
stomach three times with a butcher 
k nife, and bis body lay blistering in 
the hot rays of the sun until the 
authorities arrived from Brainerd on 
Sunday. 
On Saturday afternoon a French­ 
man named Phillip Provo, came to 
this city and notified Coroner Bain 
that the murder had been committed, 
who immediately procured assistance 
in the person of J. McNaugbton, and 
started for the scene, which is 38 
miles from Brainerd, in the vicinity 
of White Fish lak e and Pine River. 
They arrived there the nex t morning 
and found a sick ening sight. 
Ryan’s 
body lay some 300 yards from Bar­ 
clay’s ranch at the Indian camps in a 
pool of clotted blood. The butcher 
k nife which did the bloody work lay 
beside the man’s 
inanimate form 
which was cut and slashed in many 
places. In his stomach were three 
cuts, any one of which would have 
caused death. The back of both hands 
were cut and also his arms, and on the 
back of his head was a bruise as if 
made with a gun, and the supposition 
of many is that he was k nock ed down 
and then finished with the k nife. 
Coroner Bain called a jury together 
and during that day and the nex t they 
labored studiously to get at the facts 
in tho case, swearing witnesses, tak ­ 
ing testimony, and going over the 
ground. 
The result of their delibera­ 
tions was that Patrick Ryan met his 
death at the hands of Fred Ellis, a 
squaw-man, Wahash-can-we-gut, or 
W’hite Cloud, a Leech Lak e Indian, 
Waugh-bugh-chek . a White Oak Point 
Indian, and Caug-gee-geshic, chief of 
the Cass lak e tribe. 
Just as the jury had reaches! this 
decision Sheriff Spalding arrived, he 
not having been notified until Sunday 
of the occurrence, and then only by 
rum r. The parties charged with the 
muraer were all there and he put 
them under arrest and started for 
Brainerd that niglit. going as far as 
Jenk ins’. Here the party put up for 
the night, it being late and very dark . 
In the middle of the night Caug-gee- 
geshic complained of being very ill, 
and his hand cuffs were loosened, and 
as he seemed to get worse Coroner 
Bain gave him an emetic, the red man 
almost throwing up Ins moccasins—in 
the absence of boots. 
In a short time 
he began rubbing his stomach and 
moaning again, and said he was “heep 
sick ,” so the dose was again given him 
with a similar result, and as he had 
emptied the pail the first time he did 
so the second time, but as he stepped 
to the door he gave a jump into the 
dark ness and was gone. 
The Indian 
had played a very sharp trick . It was 
useless to follow him, and the party 
came on to Brainerd the nex t morn­ 
ing and landed the throe prisoners in 
the county jail. 
They were brought 
np before the court for hearing on 
Wednesday, but Ellis said there were 
some witnesses he desired at Bar­ 
clays, in the persons of two squaws 
who he claims saw the whole trans­ 
action, the hearing was postponed un­ 
til Monday at 10 o’clock . 
As nea r as can be ascertained from 
the parties who went up from Brain­ 
erd and the testimony given at the 
coroner’s inquest, the murder was the 
outcome of a drunk en brawl, which 
was participated in by white men and 
Indians, and to judge from the scarred 
countenances of the witnesses and 
prisoners it must have been a terrible 
encounter. It seems that at Barclays 
whisk y and beer is sold as freely as in 
any saloon in Brainerd, and has been 
for some length of time in violation 
of the state law, and on this particular 
day “the boys” were having a high 
old time. Fred Ellis, who lives with 
a squaw at that place, came to Bar­ 
clays in the evening, after having had 
a fight with his dusk y wife, in which 
tho red men at the wigwams inter­ 
fered and gave him the worst of it. 
He obtained some court-plaster,wrash- 
ed his wounds, and in company with 
Pat. Ryan stepped up to the bar and 
drank for thirty minutes, according to 
his sworn statement. 
Ryan 
vol­ 
unteered to go with him and “fix the 
Indians plenty,” and they started. 
Ryan never came back alive, and his 
body was found nex t morning with a 
butcher k nife lying beside it which 
belonged to Ellis, who accounted for 
it by saying that in the tight in the 
fore part of the evening the Indians 
took his k nife and revolver. Ellis 
says an Indian chased him and he ran. 
leaving Ryan at tho camp, and he 
finally came back and went to bed 
with the other fellows, and that m the 
uiuruing Billy Burnett came and told 
ihem Ryan had been k illed. 
The case 
a complicated one. 
The Indian 
18 ■ ■ ■ ■ ■ ■ 
wtio escaped was covered with blood 
and said he got it by holding Ryan in 
his arms when he died, he, the In­ 
dian, having been attracted to the spot 
by groans, and on arriving found the 
man in a dying condition. It is more 
than probable that tho Indian will be 
re-captured and every effort is being 
made in that direction. No one is to 
blame for losing him as all the cunning 
k nown to people of his tribe was 
brought into play. 
Phillip Provo was arrested on Tues­ 
day and is being held, but from what

we can learn the evidence is not very 
strong against him. 
Ryan’s body was brought to this 
city on Monday night, and buried in 
Evergreen Cemetery. 
A gentleman 
who lives at Faribault, telegraphed to 
have it sent to him, but after it was 
prepared 
for 
shipment 
he tele­ 
graphed that they had discovered 
their son at Denver, alive and well, 
and that the murdered man was no 
relation of theirs. 
The following is the condensed 
testimony of the important witnesss 
at the coroner’s mquest: 


CHARLES ASHLAND 
Swore to the following before the 
jury: 
About 1:30 Saturday morn­ 
ing. Fred Ellis came to my house and 
k nock ed at my door. I ask ed him w ho 
was there and he said Ellis. 
I let 
him in and he said. “I want my tussuck , 
I have had a hard deal and I don’t 
want them to k now.” 
Ellis said 
further that he had a pretty had deal, 
but he had fiuished ono of them. 
I 
ask ed him who it was and he said he 
did not k now. 
1 saw the k nife and 
recognized it as belonging to Mr. 
Ellis, and could recognize it again, 
because two Indians came to my house 
and they were drink ing and forgot to 
tak e their k nives. 
Ellis came in and 
saw the k nives and said he wanted one 
of them, and 1 said I didn’t care, so 
he took one of them. 
Saw the k nife 
found by Ryan and recognized it as 
being the one tak en from me. 
When 
he came to my house and wok e me he 
said he had lost his k nife and revolver. 
I was perfectly sober. 


E L L IS ’ STATEM ENT. 
At supper time (on Friday night) I 
was quite full, but at dark was when 
the trouble began. 
I went down to 
the camp and got to fighting with the 
woman, and Joe Valley tried to stop 
us. 
An Indian hit Joe and afterward 
hit me, and then the Chief hit me over 
the head with a gun. Then I ran into 
a tree-top and three or four Indians 
piled on ton of me, and of them bit 
my nose. 
The squaw took them off 
from me. 
I then started for the 
homse and found I was going the 
wrong way for it, so came back and 
started for Chas. Ashland’s, and got 
my gun and grip and brought them 
to Barclay’s house. 
I washed myself 
and 31 r. Ryan and Mrs. Barclay gave 
me some court plaster. 
We were 
drink ing some beer, aud Paddy Ryan 
said you got it this time. I said yes, 
and he said wait awhile and I'll go 
with you, and we will fix the Indians 
plenty. 
We drank about thirty 
minutes, then Ryan, myself and two 
men who were work ing for Barclay on 
the farm, started over. 
The farmers 
said we don’t want to have any trouble, 
and I said no. 
When I bad the row 
with the Indians the first time I lost 
my k nife and revolver, and when we 
arrived there I had a lantern. 
As 
soon as we struck the wigwams the 
Indians rushed to meet us, and Paddy 
Ryan said. “I am going to fix one of 
them right now,” and Joe Valley said 
you fellows don’t want to have any 
trouble here. Then I and the fellows 
run and left Ryan talk ing by the fire 
with either Joe Valley ©r an Indian, 
and an Indian run after me and yelled 
at me to stop and I did so until he 
got close to me and then I rim again 
until he yelled stop again which I did 
until he got close to me and saw he 
had something in his hand, did not 
k now what it was. Then I hit him 
with the lantern and ian to the house, 
and when I reached the black smith 
shop found these other two fellows 
sitting there. 
One of them ask ed 
where the rest of the lads were. 
There were two other fellows with us, 
Billy Burnett and Jno. Stone, and we 
thought they bad gone down to the 
drive at Whitefish, as they had to go 
that night 
Then we went up stairs 
to bed, and nex t morning Billy Bur­ 
nett came up stairs and told us Ryan 
was dead. 
Burnett said he ask ed my 
squaw who k illed him and she said 
one of the Indians lying in one of the 
tents. Then we went to see him and 
found him dead. I then saw my squaw 
and wanted her to go with me on the 
drive, to move down there. 
The In­ 
dians told her they did not want her 
to ge. After a while she said she 
would go, and we pack ed up and 
went down. 
Before we got down to 
the lak e she told me that the two In­ 
dians k illed him. I then thought that 
I might stay down there on the drive 
until I was wanted. 
I was told I was 
wanted and came up. 


MAMIE VAGWIN. 
Fred Ellis is my husband. 
He was 
at my tent early in evening, which was 
last time he was there. There was no 
fight between Ellis and me. 
Did not 
see him until nex t morning at 6 o'clock , 
about break fast time. 
Saw he had 
been fighting, aud nose plastered up. 
He was drunk and I took children and 
went away. 
Never saw Paddy Ryan 
until he was dead at about 2:30 a. m. 
Saw one of the Indians holding him. 
Saw two squaws but did not talk with 
them. 
This squaw gave her testimony 
through an interpreter and afterwards 
admitted having a fight with Ellis, 
and that when Valley tried to part 
them some hit him and also Ellis, 
and lhat some ono took Ellis’ k nife 
away from him, also his revolver. 
Some ono afterward told her her 
husband was dead and she threw some 
water in his face, she thought it was 
him. 
P H IL L IP PROVO. 
Was in the house from 10:30 and 
heard Ellis say he was going out, but 
would be back soon, that was as I was 
going to bed at 12 o’clock . 
Had 
hired out to go driving in morning 
on Whitefish. 
Saw a k nife lying by 
side of Mr. Ryan’s body, handle was 
brok e off, the wood part was gone. 
Mr. Ellis was man who showed it to 
me. 
The k nife was at the tent of 
Mrs Ellis. 


W ABASH-CAN-W A-OUT, OR W HITE CLOCD. 
The Indian, through an interpreter, 
said he slept with his wife that night 
until midnight, then got up and saw 
three or four white men, did not k now 
what they wanted and went back to 
bed, and that is all he k new. 
Said he 
did not see the dead man, but after­ 
wards contradicted it and admitted 
he saw him when the party went 
there.

Patrick Ryan was murdered at Bar­ 
clay’s lumber T anch on Saturday 
morning last by being stabbed in the 
stomach three times with a butcher 
knife, and his body lay blistering in 
the hot rays of the sun until the 
authorities arrived from Brainerd on 
Sunday. 
On Saturday afternoon a French­ 
man named Phillip Provo, came to 
this city and notified Coroner Bain 
that the murder had been committed, 
who immediately procured assistance 
in the person of J. McNaughton, and 
started for the scene, which is 38 
miles from Brainerd, in the vicinity 
of White Fish lake and Pine River. 
They arrived there the next morning 
and found a sickening sight. Ryan’s 
body lay some 300 yards from Bar­ 
clay’s ranch at (he Indian camps in a 
pool of clotted blood. The butcher 
knife which did the bloody work lay 
beside the man’s 
inanimate form 
which was cut and slashed in many 
places. In his stomach were three 
cuts, any one of which would have 
caused death. The back of both hands 
were cut and also his arms, and on the 
back of his head was a bruise as if 
made with a gun, and the supposition 
of many la that he was knocked down 
and then finished with the knife. 
Coroner Bain called a jury together 
and during that day and the next they 
labored studiously to get at the facts 
in tho case, swearing witnesses, tak­ 
ing testimony, and going over The 
ground. The result of their delibera­ 
tions was that Patrick Ryan met his 
death at the hands of Fred Ellis, a 
squaw-man, W abash-can-we-g ut, or 
White Cloud, a Leech Lake Indian, 
Waugh-bugh-chek. a White Oak Point 
Indian, aud Caug-gee-geshic, chief of 
the Cass lake tril>e. 
Just as the jury had reached this 
decision Sheriff Spalding arrived, he 
not having been notified until Sunday 
of the occurrence, and then only by 
’’ Le parties charg**d with the 
all there and he put 
them under arrest and started for 
Brainerd that night, going as far as 
Jenkins’. Here the party put up for 
the night, it being late and very dark 
In the middle of the night Caug-gee- 
geshic complained of being very ill, 
and his hand cuffs were loosened, and 
as he seemed to get worse Coroner 
Bain gave him an emetic, the red man 
almost throw ing up his moccasins—in 
the abience of boots. In a short time 
he began rubbing his stomach and 
moaning again, and said he was “beep 
sick," so the dose was again given him 
with a similar result, and as be had 
emptied the pail the first time he did 
so the second time, but as he stepped 
to the door he gave a jump into the 
darkness and was gone. The Indian 
had played a very sharp trick. It was 
useless to follow him, and the party 
came on to Brainerd the next morn­ 
ing and landed the three prisoners in 
the county jail. 
They were brought 
up before the court for hearing on 
Wednesday, but Ellis said there were 
some witnesses he desired at Bar­ 
clays, in the jiersons of two squaws 
who he claims saw the whole trans­ 
action. the hearing was postponed un­ 
til Monday at IO o’clock. 
As nea r as can be ascertained from 
the parties who went up from Brain­ 
erd and the testimony given at the 
coroner’s inquest, the murder was tho 
outcome of a drunken brawl, which 
was participated in by white men and 
Indians, and to judge from the scarred 
countenances of the witnesses and 
prisoners it must have been a terrible 
encounter. It seems that at Barclays 
whisky and beer is sold as freely as in 
any saloon in Brainerd, and has been 
for some length of time in violation 
of the state law, and on this particular 
day “the boys’’ were having a high 
old time. Fred Ellis, who lives with 
a squaw ai that place, came to Bar­ 
clays in the evening, after having had 
a fight with his dusky wife, in which 
tho red men at the wigwams inter­ 
fered and gave him the worst of it. 
He obtained some court-plaster, w ash­ 
ed his wounds, and in company with 
Pat. Ryan stepped up to the bar and 
drank for thirty minutes, according fo 
his sworn statement. 
Ryan 
vol­ 
unteered to go with him and “fix the 
Indians plenty,” and they started. 
Ryan never came back alive, and his 
body was found next morning with a 
butcher knife lying beside it which 
belonged to Ellis, who accounted for 
it by saying that in the tight in the 
fore part of the evening the Indians 
took his knife and revolver. Ellis 
says an Indian chased him and he ran, 
leaving Ryan at the camp, and he 
finally came back and went to bed 
with the other fellows, and that in the 
morning Billy Burnett came and told 
them Ryan had been killed. The case 
is a complicated one. 
The Indian 
who escaped was covered with blood 
and said he got it by holding Ryan in 
his arms when he died. he, the In­ 
dian, having been attracted to the spot 
by groans, and on arriving found the 
man in a dying condition. It is more 
than probable that the Indian will be 
re-captured and every effort is being 
made in that direction. No one is to 
blame for losing him as all the cunning 
known to people of his tribe was 
brought into play. 
Phillip Provo was arrested on Tues­ 
day and is being held, but from what 


we can learn the evidence is not very 
strong against him. 
Ryan’s body was brought to this 
city on Monday night, and buried in 
Evergreen Cemetery. 
A gentleman 
who lives at Faribault, telegraphed to 
have it sent to him, but after it was 
prepared 
for 
shipment he tele­ 
graphed that they had discovered 
their son at Denver, alive and well, 
and that tho murdered man wa* no 
relation of theirs. 
The following is the condensed 
testimony of the important witnesss 
at the coroner’s inquest: 


CHABLIS ASHLAND 
Swore to the following before the 
jury: 
About 1:30 Saturday morn­ 
ing, Fred Ellis came to my house and 
knocked at my door. I asked him who 
was there and he said Ellis. I let 
him in arid he said, “I w ant my tussuck, 
I have had a hard deal and I don’t 
want them to know.” 
Ellis said 
further that he had a pretty had deal, 
but he had finished one of them. I 
asked him who it was and he said he 
did not know. I saw the knife and 
recognized it as belonging to Mr. 
Ellis, and could recognize it again, 
because two Indians came to my house 
and they were drinking and forgot to 
take their knives. Ellis came in and 
saw the knives and said he wanted one 
of them, and I said I didn’t care, so 
he took one of them. 
Saw the knife 
found by Ryan and recognized it as 
being the one taken from me. When 
he came to my house and woke me he 
said he had lost his knife and revolver. 
I was perfectly sober. 


ELLIS* STATEMENT. 
\t supper time (on Friday night) I 
was quite full, but at dark was when 
the trouble began. I went down to 
the camp and got to fighting with the 
woman, and Joe Valley tried to sto 


uh. 
An Indian hit Joe and afterwari 
hit me, aud then the Chief hit me over 
the head with a gun. Then I ran into 
a tree-top and three or four Indians 
piled on top of me, and of them bit 
my nose. 
The squaw took them off 
from me. I then started for the 
house and found I was going the 
wrong way for it, so came back and 
started for Chas. Ashland’s, and got 
my gun and grip and brought them 
to Barclay’s house. I washed myself 
and Mr. Ryan and Mrs. Barclay gave 
me some court plaster. 
We were 
drinking some beer, and Paddy Ryan 
said you got it this time. I said yes 
and he said wait awhile and ITI go 
with you. and we will fix the Indians 
plenty. 
We drank about thirty 
minutes, then Ryan, myself and two 
men who were working for Barclay on 
the farm, started over. 
The farmers 
said we don’t want to have any trouble, 
and I said no. 
When I had the row 
with the Indians the first time I lost 
my knife and revolver, and when we 
arrived there I had a lantern. As 
soon as we struck the wigwams the 
Indians rushed to meet us, and Paddy 
Ryan said. “I am going to fix one of 
them right now,” and Joe Valley said 
you fellow’s don’t want to have any 
trouble here. Then I and the feUows 
run and left Ryan talking by the fire 
with either Joe Valley or an Indian, 
and an Indian run after me and yelled 
at me to stop and I did so until he 
got close to me and then I run again 
until he yelled stop again which I did 
until he got close to me and saw he 
bad something in his hand, did not 
know what it was. Then I hit him 
with the lantern aud ian to the house, 
and when I reached the blacksmith 
shop found these other two fellows 
sitting there. 
One of them asked 
where the rest of the lads were. 
There were two other fellows with us, 
Billy Burnett and Jno. Stone, and we 
thought they had gone down to the 
drive at Whitefish, as they had to go 
that night 
Then we went un stairs 
to bed, and next morning Billy Bur­ 
nett came un stairs and told us Ryan 
was dead. Burnett said he asked my 
squaw who killed him and she said 
one of the Indians lying in one of the 
tents. Then we went to see him and 
found him dead. I then saw my squaw 
and wanted her to go with me on the 
drive, to move down there. 
The In­ 
dians told her they did not want her 
to ge. After a while she said she 
would go, and we packed up and 
went down. Before we got down to 
the lake she told me that the two In­ 
dians killed him. I then thought that 
I might stay down there on the drive 
until I was wanted. I was told I was 
wanted and came up. 
MAKIE v AG WUU 
Fred Ellis is my husband. He was 
at my tent early in evening, which was 
last time he was there. There was no 
fight between Ellis and me. Did not 
see him until next morning at 6 o’clock, 
about breakfast time. Saw he had 
been fighting, and nose plastered up. 
He was drunk and I took children and 
went away. 
Never saw Paddy Ryan 
until he was dead at about 2:30 a. rn. 
Saw one of the Indians holding him. 
Saw two squaws but did not talk with 
them. 
This squaw gave her testimony 
through an interpreter and afterwards 
admitted having a light with Ellis, 
and that when Valley tried to part 
them some hit him and also Ellis, 
and lhat some ono took Ellis’ knife 
away from him, also Ins revolver.

her into the yard and cut her throat witli 
the same knife. 
He then went bu< k into 
the house and g ot tlie baby boy, two y« *ars 
of ag e, carried him into the yard and kill« *« ] 
him iu tlie same m anner an i piiol the 
bodies tog ether. 
He then wash« ^i the knile 
ami left it lying on the table. 
The old lady s neck has seventeen g ashes, 
but she is still living and g ave the »« count 
ot the affair.

At eating, the negro, having always 
first washed his hands and rinsed his 
mouth, sits upon theground holds tlie 
larger pieces between his teeth while 
hecuts of! a bite with his knife, but 
does not use both bunds to hold food, 
except in gnawing bones; with the usual 
dishes he lays his right arm over his 
knees and reachinginto the pot molds 
the thick mess into lumps a!»out the 
size of a walnut, which he throws into 
his mouth with a jerk, without scatter­ 
ing any of the food, 
writes Paul 
Keichard iii the 
Popular 
Science 
Monthly for 
July. To 
take out 
vegetables or souphe presses a hollow 
into the lump and dips with 
it. 
Politeness is shown to thehost or the 
housewife after eating by smacking 
loudly enough to be heard. 
While the negroes capable of eating 
meat in an unpleasant state of de 
composition, 
he is very 
sensitive 
against some tastes, and will make 
evident manifestations of his dislike 
of them. 
He is careful about the 
outer matters in drinking. 
He will

Though “fish days,” as they were 
once understood, are now optional, 
the question discussed by a writer in 
Temple Bar under the above heading, 
is still a very important one. 
Re­ 
garding the properties of fish as food 
there is still much to learn. The work­ 
ing classes entertain usually an utter 
contempt for it, and very few of them 
?o beyond “a bloater for breakfast,” 
or “two pennyworth of shrimps or 
winkles ’ as a supplement for their 
Sunday afternoon tea. “One popular 
Jillacy,” says the author, “in connec­ 
tion with fish may be noticed—name- 
y, the oft-repeated assertion that the 
sating of that particular food increases 
brain power! No one who has studied 
the subject can possibly believe the 
assertion. 
A man might eat a huge 
portion of fish every clay of his life, 
and on the day of his death, if the 
quantity of phosphorus (the brain 
invigorator) consumed were 
to be­ 
come visible, it would not amount 
to more than might suffice to tip 
a couple of lucifer matches. 
Com­ 
munities have existed that lived al­ 
most solely on fish, but these Ichthy- 
ophagists were certainly not famous 
for intellectual attainments. 
Nor are 
our fisher villages, in many of which 
much fish is presumably consumed, 
the seats of any great amount of brain 
power. None of our fisher folks are 
remarkable for genius, or even for 
what is called common sense; their 
views of life and its responsibilities 
being shrouded in a haze of superst i­ 
tion, w hich they lack sufficient strength 
of mind to see through.” It is inter­ 
esting, too, to note that in this ex­ 
perts opinion “fishing is a profitable 
occupation. 
Tlie sea is vast, no sc^ed 
or manure is required to force the 
great harvest, which bring* to the fish 
captors at first hand a sum of six mil­ 
lions sterling, and in all probability 
costs the consumer thrice that sum. 
No toll is exacted for leave to fish, no 
rent is required for ]>ermissiou to gath­ 
er the harvest of the sea; the teeming 
waters of the mighty deep are free to 
all who choose to cast their lines or 
nets into them .”

My arrangem ents were so o n co m ­ 
pleted, and in a few days I was co m ­ 
fo rtably installed in the pleasant lit­ 
tle H o tel des Vo yage urs a t Medeali, a 
m ilitary statio n beautifully situated 
>« mo ng the m o untains. 
Here I resum ­ 
ed my walks nnd excursio ns, sketch­ 
ing a little, bo tanizing a little, and 
smo king—well, a go o « l deal, to m ake 
ip lo rin y * enfo rced abstinence fro m 
to bacco while a t Algiers. 
One ev ening I ret urned to my ho tel 
rather late after a pro lo nged stro ll 
amo ng the m o untains, and fo und my 
friend, the landlo rd, M. Camille, in 
rather a disturbed fram e o f mind.

I said I had alw ays heard th a t they 
wo uld no t a tta c k a m an unless pro ­ 
v o ked, and had been to ld, to o , th a t 
they were o nly to he fo und far in the 
interio r. 
“ Ah, m o nsieur, yo u m istake,” he 
answered. 
“ Figure to yo urself th a t 
M. le Jugede Paix sho t two panthers 
last week within three miles o f the to w n 
walls.” 
As I did no t w ant to besaddled with 
a guide who wo uld he alw ays in the 
way, 
1 j>o o h-po o lied his no tio ns o f 
danger, hut pacified him a little by 
sho wing him my rev o lv er, which I al­ 
ways carried. 
A Si ni-E N APPEARANCE. 
A few’Says after I sta rte d early to 
v isit a curio us ruined v illage, which 
had fo r so me tim e a ttra c te d me in the 
distance by its picturesque situatio n, 
jierched o n the sum m it o f a pine-clad 
m o untain, which I judged to he abo ut 
six o r sev en miles o ff. 
This pine fo r- 
pst extended to within th irty o r fo rty 
yards o f the wall—fo r these hill v il­ 
lages are inv ariably surro unded by a 
wall as a defense against neighbo ring 
tribes.

These ko ubas are to be fo und in 
m o st nativ e v illages in Algeria, and 
serv e the do uble purpo se o f a place o f 
wo rship and a shrine o f the ho ly m an 
(m arabo ut) o f the district. 
If yo u 
imagine a church to w er cut do wn to 
a bo ut twelv e feet fro m the gro und, 
with a do me« l ro o f surm o unted by a 
small iro n crescent, 
surface co v ered w it h 
o f whitewash, yo u hav e a go o d idea o f 
what these buildings are like. 
1 want« *« ! to set* the interio r, ami 
fo und th a t the so lid iro n-bo und do o r 
was merely fastened fro m the o utside 
with a large bo lt, which sho t into the 
wall. The inside was no t jiartk ular- 
ly interesting, it was v ery m usty. The 
shrine 
was 
o ppo site the <lo o r—a 
quaintly carv ed wo o den structure 
built o v er the to m b. Ov erhead there 
was a kind o f wo o den cano py, fro m 
which hung «*i gho stly arra y the v o tiv e 
o fferings o f t he faithful. 
H av ing exhausted tlie 1 v illage I be­ 
gan to think o f getting hack. 1 climb­ 
ed the wall am i was sitting o n the to p 
idly enjo ying the v iew, when I heard 
fro m the t« lge o f the wo o d belo w a 
kin« ! o f rustling no ise. Thinking it 
might he a jackal, I dislo ged o ne o f the 
large sto nes fro m the wall and half 
ro lled and half threw it to w ard where 
I heard the no ise. 
My curio sity was so cn satisfied. 
There was a so und o f branches 
breaking, and o ut walked a panther, 
which gaze« ! calmly aro und as if taking 
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P r e s e r va tion of M anure. 
The June bulletin (No . 32) o f the 
New Yo rk Agricultural Experim ent 
S tatio n co ntains a great deal o f sug­ 
gestiv e info rm atio n with regard to v a­ 
rio us kinds o f fertilizers. 
In the pages 
dev o te« l to the barn y ard m anures 
there are tw o o r three sectio ns relat­ 
ing to the ferm entatio n o f such m a­ 
nures, and the pro per m etho ds o f 
caring fo r them to prev ent the lo ss o f 
fertalizing co nstituents. T h at there 
is a v ast am o unt o f indifference—no t 
to say igno rance—am o ng farm ers with 
regard to the lo sses they suffer in co n­ 
sequence o f the heating o r leaching o f 
their sto res o f m anure is to o painfully 
ev ident to tho se who hav e lo o ked in­ 
to the m atter. 
But the co nditio ns under 
which 
farm ing is no w co nducted inthisco un- 
try in all the o lder States, and ev en 
in m any o f the newer sectio ns, are 
such tlia t wiser m etho ds are beco m­ 
ing 
im perativ e. 
Farm ers 
canno t 
lo nger affo rd to c a rt “the gho sts o f 
their m anure piles,” as an English 
writer expressed it, into their lields, 
fo r the sto re« l up fertility which gav e 
them fair cro ps in spite o f the mo ck- 
ery o f fertilizing m aterial they labo r­ 
io usly applied to them is largely ex­ 
hausted. They m ust learn to hus­ 
band all their fertilizing reso urces 
and utilize them to the best adv an­ 
tage in o rder to m aintain unim paired 
the fruitfulness o f their farms. 
The suggestio ns o f the agricultural 
statio n 
bulletin are, therefo re, o f 
great v alue, ev en if they seem trite to 
tho se who hav e learned, years ago , 
th a t waste in the barnyard m eans 
po v erty in the barn. 
There are tw o principal ways, it 
says, in which stable m anures co m ­ 
mo nly lo ses so me o f its fertilizing co n­ 
stituen ts—first, by im pro per m etho ds 
o f ferm entatio n, 
and, seco ml, 
by 
leaching. 
In regard to the first po int, 
m o re o r less nitro gen is lo st by al­ 
lo wing m anure to ferm ent w itho ut 
sufficient m o isture; especially is this 
ap t to he true in the case o f ho rse 
m anure, which deco mpo ses v ery rnj>- 
idiy. 
A stro ng o do r co ining fro m a 
m anure heap indicates th a t wasteful 
ferm entatio n is taking place. 
This so urce o f lo ss can he av o ided 
by keeping the m anure heap m o isten­ 
ed with w ater o r by sprinkling lan« l 
plaster abo ut tin« stables to 1m* mixed 
co nstantly with the accum ulatio ns o r 
by using dry earth as an abso rbent. 
Only nitro gen co m po unds can he lo st 
by v apo rizatio n. 
By leaching there 
will he a lo ss o f no t o nly nitro gen 
co m po unds, hut o f po tash anil pho s­ 
pho ric acid also . 
The co mmo n m etho d 
o f sto ring 
farm -yard m anure fo r sev eral m o nths 
under the eav es o f the barn o ften, if 
no t generally, results in a lo ss o f o ne- 
half o r m o re o f the fertilizing co nsti­ 
tuents hv leaching; and, mo reo v er, 
the m aterials thus leached o ut by rain 
are the mo re easily so luble po rtio ns 
o f the m anure, and hence the mo re 
v aluable po rtio ns. 
A no ther po int o f great im po rtance 
in co nnectio n with the preserv atio n 
o f stable m anure is the sav ing o f the 
urine. The co mmo n practice is to let 
this go to waste. 
But, as sho w n in 
o ne o f the stables o f the Bulletin, the 
liquid is, in m o st instances, much 
mo re v aluable th an the so lid po rtio ns. 
T hus the so lid fresh excrem ent o f 
cattle co ntains o nly half as much 
nitro gen and abo ut o ne-fifth as much 
po tash as th e fresh urine« 
The difference between th e 
so li« l 


giv es a tragrance to the who le m ass 
which is v ery delightful. 
No grass pro bably flav o rs milk, 
cream 
and butter so directly and 
no ticeably as this sweet scente« ! Ver­ 
nal grass, and where it is fo und iii 
abundance in the fields gro wing alo ng 
with the o ther v arieties, the butter 
made fro m th a t sectio n has a distin­ 
guishing and exquisite taste. When 
this grass is mo wed and sto wed aw ay 
in the silo with o ther grasses it 
giv es a splendid milk fo o « l lo r winter 
feeding. 
On large dairy farm s it is 
well w o rth the tro uble to scatter so me 
o f the scfsla o f the Vernal grass in the 
pastures. The result in the flav o r o f 
the milk and butter w ill so o n he no tie- 
able. 
Where fancy butter is m ade a 
specialty this grass is an essential to 
the pastures. 
The fragramre o f the grass is <Iue to 
the presence o f gum benzo in o r benzo ­ 
ic acid, which can he disso lv e« ! in co ld 
w ater. 
B utter washed in w ater in 
which the grasses hav e been so aking 
w ill lo se its rancidity to a large ex­ 
tent. 
Ensilage butter is o ften desti­ 
tute o f true flav o r, and it can o nly Im- 
flav o red by artificial metlio « ls o r by 
Adding so me such fragrant grass to 
the silo which will im part its sw« « *t- 
uess to the milk befo re it leav es the 
co ws.—E. P. Sm ith in American Culti­ 
v ato r. 


D e p th of G ooii Soil. 
The o pinio ns o f farm ers 
differ, 
tho ugh no t mo re widely th an the 
facts o n which they are based, as to 
the depth th a t so il m ay he pro fit­ 
ably cultiv ated. 
In th e best so ils 
plant fo o d is fo und deeper th an the 
plo w can ev er go . This, ho wev er, is 
mainly m ineral. Vegetable matt« *rs 
co llect near the surface. 
If they are 
deep, as they so m etim es are, the lo w­ 
er po rtio ns are generally tilhsl with 
stagnant w ater. 
So me settlers o n 
black muck so il in the west tho ught 
they had secured laml o f inexhausti­ 
ble fertility, m ainly b«-<‘ausc it was 
black to a great depth. 
They fo und 
after 
a while th a t 
ho wev er <l« -ep 
their muck b« *ds, o nly the part th a t 
co uld he tho ro ughly dried 
during 
the gro wing seaso n was o f any use 
to them . 
W hat such land needs m o st 
is tho ro ugh drainage. 
As so o n as it 
gets this, ho wev er, the muc k bed Imj- 
co mes thinner, as its carbo n burns by 
expo sure to sun ami air. Then co mes 
the sev erest test. 
If the o riginal so il 
is deficit in m ineral plant fo o « i the 
lacking elem ents m ust so o n be sup­ 
plies!. 
But w hether po o r o r rich in 
m ineral plant fo o d, supplies o f po tash 
and pho sphate will be needed. 
Ho w­ 
ev er po o r the v egetable m a tte r may 
he, its deco m po sitio n 
will lilM*rate 
am m o nia eno ugh to go a lo ng way to ­ 
ward supplying grain cro ps, pro v iihd 
pho sphate is furnished. 
But when­ 
ev er the subso il is sandy, j>o tash is 
also pro bably needed. 
Wo o d ashes 
are nearly alw ays beneficial to min k 
lands, as the caustic po tash they « *o n- 
tain hastens deco m po sitio n o f v ege­ 
table fo o « l, hcsi« les making pho sphate 
also mo re av ailable.—Co rrespo ndent 
New Yo rk Tribune.

The m ain o bject in caring fo r barn ­ 
y ard m anure is to prev ent the hiss o f 
co m po unds co ntaining nitro gen, p o t­ 
ash and pho spho ric acid. 
Wh**n the 
m anure is k**pt fo r so me tim e befo re 
being carted afield, the three princi­ 
pal po ints to he o bserv ed are these: 
1 . Hav e the li<jui<l m anure hv m eans 
o f litter, using in additio n land plaster 
o r so me fo rm o f dry earth , such as 
peat o r muck. 
2 . K« *ep the m anure heap in a suffi­ 
ciently m o ist co nditio n. 
3. P ro tect carefully fro m teaching 
by rain. 
W ith regard to the first po int it is 
suggested th a t the use o f to o much 
fitter diminishes the relativ e v alue o f 
m anure and add to the co st o f handl­ 
ing; but eno ugh litter sho uld be used 
no t o nly to abso rd and retain the 
urine, hut also to abso rd any am ­ 
m o nia th a t m ay be fo rmed in the pro ­ 
cess o f deco mpo sitio n- 


Hilling P ota toe s , 
Exj erim ents m ade by us, 20 years 
ago and mo re, sho wed th a t the co m ­ 
m o n and alm o st univ ersal practice o f 
drawing the earth up in sm all hills 
aro und p o ta to plants was attended 
with co nsiderable lo ss. The practice 
was fo unded o n the erro neo us suppo ­ 
sitio n th a t all the ro o ts and tubers 
were co nfined within a narro w space 
o f co m parativ ely few inches aro und 
each plant, and th a t a deep bed o f 
earth in a narro w hillo ck was just 
w hat was wanted. On riding thro ugh 
the co untry m o st o f the p o ta to fields 
an« l gardens are seen still to co ntinue 
the practice. 
The great m istake thus m ade m ay 
he o bserv ed by digging do wn a few 
inches in the spaces between ro ws. It 
will he fo und th a t w hile the plants are 
still yo ung, and befo re the tubers hav e 
fo rmed o r gro wn to any size, the ho ri­ 
zo ntal ro o ts hav e met and cro ssed 
each o ther between and iu the three 
fo o t spaces. 
By hilling the plants, 
the earth m ust be scraped o r plo wed 
aw ay fro m these spaces, and the ho ri­ 
zo ntal ro o ts cut o ff o r laid hare. This 
treatm en t will necessarily reduce the 
gro w th o f the tubers, which altho ugh 
near the center o f the hill, are fed by 
the ro o ts. 
The experim ent is well w o rth trying. 
Select three o r fo ur mo re, and let the 
so il he well cultiv ated and kept mel­ 
lo w and flat. Co unt the bushels o f 
each when dug, and it w ill be fo und 
th a t tho se fro m the flat ro ws hav e 
fro m ten to tw enty per cent m o re po ­ 
tato es. 
There m ay so m etim es he v ery pe­ 
culiar co nditio ns o f the so il—shallo w 
so il o r ro cky, o r o therwise which m ay 
mo dify the result; hut fo r co mmo n 
gro und, plo wed a t a po o « l depth and 
planted deep eno ugh, there is hut o ne 
result. We o bserv e th a t the Michigan 
statio n has mo dified this 
test by 
placing m anure between the ro ws, 
where the lo ng ho rizo ntal ro o ts co uld 
feed fro m it with better returns th a n 
by m anuring in, under o r o v er the 
hill.—Albany C ultiv ato r.

STABBED IN THE STOMACH. 


Pat. Ryan is Murdered liem* George 
Barclay’s Ranch with a 
Butcher Knife. 


Squaw-Men, White Men and Red Men 
All Take a Hand in 


THE FIENDISH BLOODY TRAGEDY 


The Unlawful Selling of Liquor at the 
Bottom of the Murderous Mess. 


The Details. 


Patrick Ryan was murdered at Bar­ 
clay’s lumber Tanch on Saturday 
morning last by being stabbed in the 
stomach three times with a butcher 
knife, and his body lay blistering in 
the hot rays of the sun until the 
authorities arrived from Brainerd on 
Sunday. 
On Saturday afternoon a French­ 
man named Phillip Provo, came to

this city and notified Coroner Bain 
that the murder had been committed, 
who immediately procured assistance 
in the person of J. McNaughton, and 
started for the scene, which is 38 
miles from Brainerd, in the vicinity 
of White Fish lake and Pine River. 
They arrived there the next morning 
and found a sickening sight. 
Ryan's 
body lay some 300 yards from Bar­ 
clay’s ranch at the Indian camps in a 
pool of clotted blood. 
The butcher 
knife which did the bloody work lay 
beside the man’s 
inanimate form 
which was cut and slashed in many 
places. 
In his stomach were three 
cute, any one of which would have 
caused death. The back of both hands 
were cut and also his arms, and on the 
back of his head was a bruise as if 
made with a gun, and the supiiosition 
of many is that he was knocked down 
and then finished with the knife. 
Coroner Bain called a jury together 
and during that day and the next they 
labored studiously to get at the facts 
in the case, swearing witnesses, tak­ 
ing testimony, and going over the 
ground. 
The result of their delibera­ 
tions was that Patrick Ryan met his 
death at the hands of Fred Ellis, a 
squaw-man, Wabash-can-we-gut, or 
White Cloud, a Leech Lake Indian, 
Waugh-bugh-chek, a White Oak Point 
Indian, and Caug-gee-geshic, chief of 
the Cass lake tribe. 
Just as the jury had reached this 
decision Sheriff Spalding arrived, he 
not having been notified until Sunday 
of the occurrence, and then only by 
rum 
The parties charg*>d with the 
murder were all there and he put 
them under arrest and started for 
Brainerd that night going as far as 
Jenkins’. 
Here the party put up for 
the night, it being late and very dark. 
In the middle of the night Caug-gee- 
geshic complained of being very ill, 
and his hand-cuffs were loosened, and 
as he seemed to get worse Coroner 
Bain gavehim an emetic, the red man 
almost throwing up his moccasins—in 
the absence of boots. 
In a short time 
he began rubbing his stomach and 
moaning again, and said he was “heep 
sick,” so the dose was again given him 
with a similar result, and as he had 
emptied the pail the first time he did 
so the second time, but as he stepped 
to the door he gave a jump into the 
darkness and was gone. 
The Indian 
had played a very sharp trick. It was 
useless to follow’ him, and the party 
came 011 to Brainerd the next morn­ 
ing and landed the three prisoners in 
the county jail. 
They were brought 
up before the court for hearing on 
Wednesday, but Ellis said there were 
some witnesses ho desired at Bar­ 
clays, in the persons of two squaw’s 
who he claims saw the whole trans­ 
action, the hearing was postponed un­ 
til Monday at 10 o’clock. 
As near as can be ascertained from 
the parties who went up from Brain­ 
erd and the testimony given at the 
coroner’s inquest, the murder w as the 
outcome of a drunken brawl, which 
was participated in by w’hite men and 
Indians, and to judge from the scarred 
countenances of the witnesses and 
prisoners it must have been a terrible 
encounter. 
It seems that at Barclays 
whisky and beer is sold as freely as in 
any saloon in Brainerd, and has been 
for some length of time in violation 
of the state law, and on this particular 
day “the boys” were having a high 
old time. 
Fred Ellis, who lives with 
a squaw at that place, came to Bar­ 
clays in the evening, after having had 
a fight with his dusky wife, in which 
the red men at the wigwams inter­ 
fered and gave him the worst of it. 
He obtained some court-plaster, wash­ 
ed his wounds, and in company with 
Pat. Ryan stepped up to the bar and 
drank for thirty minutes, according to 
his sworn statement. 
Ryan 
vol­ 
unteered to go with him and “fix the 
Indians plenty,” and they started. 
Ryan never came back alive, and his 
body was found next morning with a 
butcher knife lying beside it which 
belonged to Ellis, who accounted for 
it by saying that in the fight in the 
fore part of the evening the Indians 
took his knife and revolver. 
Ellis 
says an Indian chased him and he ran, 
leaving Ryan at the camp, and he 
finally came back and went to bed 
with the other fellows, and that in the 
noruing Billy Burnett came and told 
them Ryan had been killed. 
The case 
is a complicated one. 
The Indian 
w’fio escaped was covered with blood 
and said he got it by holding Ryan in 
his arms when he died, he, the In­ 
dian, having been attracted to the spot 
by groans, and on arriving found the 
man in a dying condition. 
It is more 
than probable that the Indian will be 
re-captured and every effort is being 
made in that direction. 
No one is to 
blame for losing him as all the cunning 
known to people of his tribe was 
brought into play. 
Phillip Provo was arrested on Tues­ 
day ana is being held, but from what 


we can learn the evidence is not very 
strong against him. 
Ryan’s body was brought to this 
city on Monday night, and buried in 
Evergreen Cemetery. 
A gentleman 
who lives at Faribault, telegraphed to 
have it sent to him, but after it was 
prepared 
for 
shipment 
he 
tele­ 
graphed that they had discovered 
their son at Denver, alive and well, 
and that the murdered man was no 
relation of theirs. 
The following is the condensed 
testimony of the important witnesss 
at the coroner’s inquest: 


CHARLES ASHLAND 
Swore to the following before the 
jury: 
About 1:30 Saturday morn­ 
ing, Fred Ellis came to my house and 
knocked at my door. I asked him w’ho 
was there and he said Ellis. 
I let 
him in and he said, “I want my tussuck, 
I have had a hard deal and I don’t 
want them to know.” 
Ellis said 
further that he had a pretty had deal, 
but he had finished one of them. 
I 
asked him who it was and he said he 
did not know. 
I saw the knife and 
recognized it as belonging to Mr. 
Ellis, and could recognize it again, 
because two Indians came to my house 
and they were drinking and forgot to 
take their knives. 
Ellis came in and 
saw the knives and said he wanted one 
of them, and 1 said I didn’t care, so 
he took one of them. 
Saw the knife 
found by Ryan and recognized it as 
being the one taken from me. 
When 
he came to my house and woke me he 
said he had lost his knife and revolver. 
I was perfectly sober. 


E L L IS ’ STA TEM EN T. 
At supper time (on Friday night) I 
was quite full, but at dark was when 
the trouble began. 
I went down to 
the camp and got to fighting with the 
woman, and Joe Valley tried to stop 
us. 
An Indian hit Joe and afterward 
hit me, and then the Chief hit me over 
the head w’ith a gun. 
Then I ran into 
a tree-top and three or four Indians 
piled on top of me, and of them bit 
my nose. 
The squaw took them off 
from me. 
I then started for the 
house and found I was going the 
wrong way for it, so came back and 
started for Chas. Ashland’s, and got 
my gun and grip and brought them 
to Barclay’s house. 
I washed myself 
and Mr. ltyan and Mrs. Barclay gave 
me some court plaster. 
We were 
drinking some beer, and Paddy Ryan 
said you got it this time. 
I said yes, 
and he said wait awhile and I’ll go 
with you, and we will fix the Indians 
plenty. 
We 
drank 
about 
thirty 
minutes, then Iiyan. myself and two 
men who were working for Barclay on 
the farm, started over. 
The farmers 
said we don’t want to have any trouble, 
and I said no. 
When I had the row 
with the Indians the first time I lost 
my knife and revolver, and when we 
arrived there I had a lantern. 
As 
soon as we struck the wigwams the 
Indians rushed to meet us, and Paddy 
Ryan said. “I am going to fix one of 
them right now,” and Joe Valley said 
you fellows don’t want to have any 
trouble here. 
Then I and the fellows 
run and left Ryan talking by the fire 
with either Joe Valley or an Indian, 
and an Indian run after me and jelled 
at me to stop and I did so until he 
got close to me and then I run again 
until he yelled stop again which I did 
until he got close to me and saw he 
had something in his hand, did not 
know what it was. 
Then I hit him 
with the lantern and 1 an to the house, 
and when I reached the blacksmith 
shop found these other two fellows 
sitting there. 
One of them asked 
where the rest of the lads were. 
There were two other fellows with us, 
Billy Burnett and Jno. Stone, and we 
thought they had gone down to the 
drive at Whitefish, as they had to go 
that night. 
Then we went up stairs 
to bed, and next morning Billy Bur­ 
nett came up stairs and told us Ryan 
was dead. 
Burnett said he asked my 
squaw who killed him and she said 
one of the Indians lying in one of the 
tents. 
Then we went to see him and 
found him dead. I then saw my squaw 
and wanted her to go with me on the 
drive, to move down there. 
The In­ 
dians told her they did not want her 
to g®. 
After a while she said she 
would go, and we packed up and 
went down. 
Before we got down to 
the lake she told me that the two In­ 
dians killed him. 
I then thought that 
I might stay down there on the drive 
until I was wanted. 
I was told I was 
wanted and came up. 
MAMIE VAGWIN. 
Fred Ellis is my husband. 
He was 
at my tent early in evening, which was 
last time he was there. 
There was no 
tight between Ellis and me. 
Did not 
see him until next morning at 6 o’clock, 
about breakfast time. 
Saw he had 
been fighting, and nose plastered up. 
He was drunk and I took children and 
went away. 
Never saw Paddy Ryan 
until he was dead at about 2:30 a. in. 
Saw one of the Indians holding him. 
Saw two squaws but did not talk with 
them. 
This squaw gave her testimony 
through an interpreter and afterwards j 
admitted having a light with Ellis, 1 
and that when Valley tried to part 
them some hit him and also Ellis, 
and lhat some one took Ellis’ knife 
away from him, also his revolver. 
Some one afterward told her her 
husband was dead and she threw some 
water in his face, sho thought it was 
him. 
I ’H IL L IP TROVO. 
Was in the house from 10:30 and 
heard Ellis say he was going out, but 
would be back soon, that was as I w’as 
going to bed at 12 o’clock. 
Had 
hired out to go driving in morning 
on Whitefish. 
Saw a knife lying by 
side of Mr. Ryan’s body, handle was 
broke off, the wood part was gone. 
Mr. Ellis was man who showed it to 
me. 
The knife was at the tent of 
Mrs Ellis.

H e then went back into the house and 
got the second girl, aged five years, carried 
her into the yard and cut her th ro at with 
the sam e knife. 
He then went buck into 
the house and got ttie baby boy, two years 
of age, carried him into ttie yard and killed 
him iu the same m anner and piled the 
bodies together. 
H e then washed tiie kiffle 
ami left it lying on tiie table. 
The old lady s neck has seventeen gashes,

FISH A S F OOD. 


The Idea T h a t t h e E a tin g of Fish 
P r o d u c e s 
Brain 
P o w e r 
Err o­ 
n e o u s . 
Though “fish days,” as they were 
once understood, are now optional, 
the question discussed by a writer in 
Temple Bar under the above heading, 
is still a very im portant one. 
Re­ 
garding the properties of fish as food 
there is still much to learn. Thew’ork- 
mg classes entertain usually an utter 
contempt for it, and very few of them 
£0 beyond “a bloater for breakfast,” 
or “two pennyworth of shrimps or 
winkles ’ as a supplement for their 
Sunday afternoon tea. “One popular 
fallacy,” says the author, “in connec­ 
tion with fish may be noticed—name- 
y, the oft-repeated assertion that the 
mating of that particular food increases 
brain power! No one who has studied 
the subject can possibly believe the 
assertion. 
A man might eat a huge 
portion of fish every day of his life, 
and on the day of his death, if the 
quantity of phosphorus (the brain 
invigorator) consumed were 
to be­ 
come visible, it would not am ount 
to more 
than might suffice to tip 
a couple of lucifer matches. 
Com­ 
munities have existed that lived al­ 
most solely on fish, but these Ichthy- 
ophagists were certainly not famous 
for intellectual attainm ents. 
Nor are 
our fisher villages, in many of which 
much fish is presumably consumed, 
the seats of any great amount of brain 
power. 
None of our fisher folks are 
remarkable for genius, or even for 
what is called common sense; their 
views of life and its responsibilities 
being shrouded in a haze of supersti­ 
tion, which they lack sufficient st rength 
of mind to see through.” 
It is inter­ 
esting, too, to note that in tliis ex­ 
perts opinion “fishing is a profitable 
occupation. The sea is vast, no seed 
or manure is required to force the 
great harvest, which brings to the fish 
captors at first hand a sum of six mil­ 
lions sterling, and in all probability 
costs the consumer thrice that sum. 
No toll is exacted for leave to fish, no 
rent is required for permission to gath­ 
er the harvest of the sea; the teeming 
waters of the mighty deep are free to 
all who choose to cast their lines or 
nets into them .”

ure of efficiency of form for the m axi­ 
mum speed intended is inversely as 
the height ofthe waves of disturbance. 
A ship that has been designed to a t­ 
tain a speed of 15 knots w iil, when 
moving at 12 knots, show a very 
slight distuiLance indeed, and in one 
designed for 10 knots, when moving 
at this lower speed, it will be scarcely 
observable; but however fine the lines 
of a ship may be, she must at every 
*peed produce some disturbance, al­ 
though it may be very slight, as the 
water displaced by her must he raised 
above the normal level and replaced 
at the normal level; hence, at or near 
the how of a ship there is always the 
crest of a wave, and at or near the 
stern the hollow' of one. 
W in n a ves­ 
sel is going at its maximum speed, 
and is properly designed 
for that 
speM, the wave should not be very 
high, nor should it extend beyond the 
immediate neighborhood of the bow; 
likew ise the 
wave of 
replacement 
should be the same at or near the 
stern of a ship, and the “wake,” or 
disturbance of water left behind in the 
track of the ship, should be narrow.—

him anxious.

“ But, yes.” lie replied, “theK abyles

voked, and had been told, too, that 
they were only to be found far in the 
interior. 
“Ah, monsieur, you m istake,” he 
answered. 
"Figure to yourself that 
M. le Jugede Paix shot two panthers 
last week within threem ilesofthetow n 
walls.” 
As I did not want to be saddled with 
a guide who would be always in the 
way, I pooh-poohed his notions of 
danger, but pacified him a little by 
showing him my revolver, which I al­ 
ways carried. 
A S f DDKS' A PPEA R A N CE. 
A few‘days after J started early to 
visit a curious ruined village, which 
had for some time attracted me in the 
distance by its picturesque situation, 
perched on the summit of a pine-clad 
mountain, which 1 judged to be about 
six or seven miles off. 
This pine for­

P r e s e r v a tio n o f M an ure. 
The June bulletin (No. 32) of the 
New York Agricultural Experiment 
Station contains a great deal of sug­ 
gestive information with regard to va­ 
rious kinds of fertilizers. 
In the pages 
devoted to the barnyard manures 
there are two or three sections relat­ 
ing to the fermentation of such m a­ 
nures, and the proper m ethods of 
caring for them to prevent the loss of 
fertalizing constituents. That there 
is a vast am ount of indifference—not 
to say ignorance—among farmers with 
regard to the losses t hey suffer in con­ 
sequence of the heating or leaching of 
their stores of manure is too painfully 
evident to those who have looked in­ 
to the m atter. 
But the conditions under 
which 
farming is now conducted in this coun­ 
try in all the older States, and even 
in m any of the newer sections, are 
such that wiser methods are becom­ 
ing 
imperative. Farmers 
cannot 
longer afford to cart “the ghosts of 
their manure piles,” as an English 
writer expressed it, into their fields, 
for the stored up fertility which gave 
them fair crops in spite of the mock­ 
ery of fertilizing m aterial they labor­ 
iously applied to them is largely ex­ 
hausted. They must learn to hu a- 
band all their fertilizing resources 
and utilize them to the best advan­ 
tage in order to maintain unimpaired 
the fruitfulness of their farms. 
The suggestions of the agricultural 
station 
bulletin are, therefore, of 
great value, even if they seem trite to 
those who have learned, years ago, 
that 
waste in the barnyard means 
poverty in the barn. 
There are two principal ways, it 
says, in which stable manures com­ 
monly loses some of its fertilizing con­ 
stituents—first, by improper methods 
of fermentation, 
and, 
second, 
by 
leaching. 
In regard to the first point, 
more or less nitrogen is lost by al­ 
lowing manure to ferment without 
sufficient moisture; especially is this 
apt to be true in the case of horse 
manure, which decomposes very rap­ 
idly. 
A strong odor coining from a 
manure heap indicates that wasteful 
fermentation is takingplace. 
This source of loss can be avoided 
by keeping the manure heap m oisten­ 
ed with water or by sprinkling land 
plaster about the stables to be mixed 
constantly with the accumulations or 
by using dry eart h as an absorbent. 
Only nitrogen compounds can be lost 
by vaporization. 
By leaching there 
will be a loss of not only nitrogen 
compounds, but of potash and phos­ 
phoric acid also. 
The common method 
of storing 
farm-yard manure for several m onths 
under the eaves of the barn often, if 
not generally, results in a loss of one- 
half or more of the fertilizing consti­ 
tuents by leaching; and, moreover, 
the m aterials thus leached out by rain 
are the more easily solubie portions 
of the manure, and hence tho more 
valuable portions. 
Another point of great importance 
in connection with the preservation 
of stable manure is the saving of t he 
urine. The common practice is to let 
this go to waste. 
But, as shown in 
one of the stables of the Bulletin, the 
liquid is, in m ost instances, much 
more valuable than the solid portions. 
Thus the solid fresh excrement of 
cattle contains only half as much 
nitrogen and about one-fifth as much 
potash as the fresh urine. 
The difference between the 
solid 
manure and the urine of the horse is 
greater still, while the fertilizing con­ 
stituents of the urine are entirely solu­ 
ble, and therefore more readily avail­ 
able for plant food than those of solid 
excrement. 
To let the former g o to 
waste, therefore, while utilizing the 
latter is much as if an orchardist 
should carefully pick out for sale the 
poorest of his fruit and leave the 
rest to rot on the trees. 
The main object in caring for barn­ 
yard manure is to prevent the loss of 
compounds containing nitrogen, pot­ 
ash and phosphoric acid. 
W hen the 
manure is kept for som etim e before 
being carted afield, the three princi­ 
pal points to be observed are these: 
1. Save the liquid manure by means 
of litter, using in addition land plaster 
or some form of dry earth, such an 
peat or muck. 
2. Keep the manure heap in a suffi­ 
ciently m oist condit ion. 
3. Protect carefully from leaching 
by rain. 
With regard to the first point it is 
suggested that the use of too much 
litter diminishes the relative value of 
manure and add to the cost of handl­ 
ing; but enough litter should he used 
not only to absord and retain the 
urine, but also to absord any am ­ 
monia that may be formed in the pro­ 
cess of decomposition. 


H illing P o t a t o e s , 
Exj eriments made by us, 20 years 
ago and more, showed th at the com­ 
mon and alm ost universal practice of 
drawing the earth up in small hills 
around potato plants was attended 
with considerable loss. The practice 
was founded on the erroneous suppo­ 
sition that all the roots and tubers 
w'ere confined w ithin a narrow space 
of com paratively few inches around 
each plant, and that a deep bed of 
earth in a narrow hillock was just 
what was wanted. 
On riding through 
the country m ost of the potato fields 
and gardens are seen still to continue 
the practice. 
The great mistake thus made may 
be observed by digging down a few 
inehes in the spaces between rows. 
It 
will be found that w hile the plants are 
still young, and before the tubers have 
formed or grown to any size, the hori­ 
zontal roots have met and crossed 
each other between and in the three 
foot spaces. 
By hilling the plants, 
the earth m ust be scraped or plowed 
away from these spaces, and the hori­ 
zontal roots cut off or laid bare. This 
treatm ent will necessarily reduce the 
grow th of the tubers, which although 
near the center of the hill, are fed by 
the roots. 
The experiment is well worth trying. 
Select three or four more, and let the 
soil be well cultivated and kept mel­ 
low and flat. Count the bushels of 
each when dug, and it will be found 
that those from the flat rows have 
from ten to twenty per cent more po­ 
tatoes. 
There may sometimes be very pe­ 
culiar conditions of the soil—shallow 
soil or rocky, or otherwise which may 
modify the result; but for common 
ground, plowed at a good depth and 
planted deep enough, there is but one 
result. We observe that the Michigan 
station has modified this 
test by 
placing manure between the rows, 
where the long horizontal roots could 
feed from it with better returns than 
by manuring in, under or over the 
hill.—Albany Cultivator. 


P la n ts T n a t F la v o r B u tter. 
A grass which should be the dairy­ 
m an’s favorite, owing to the sweet 
scented fragrance it communicates to 
the milk, is the Vernal grass(anthox- 
anthum odoratum ). 
It springs up 
early in the spring, tlowers and scents 
the air with its fragrance. 
As a grass 
for exclusive feeding it will not rank 
high, but when mixed properly with 
the other more nutritious grasses it 


gives a fragrance to the whole m ass 
which is very delightful. 
No grass probably flavors milk, 
cream 
and butter so directly and 
noticeably as this sweet scented Ver­ 
nal crass, and where it is found iff 
abundance in the fields growing along 
with the other varieties, the butter 
made from that section has a distin­ 
guishing and exquisite taste. When 
this grass is mowed and stowed away 
in the silo with other grasses it 
gives a splendid milk food lor winter 
feeding. 
On large dairy farms it is 
well worth the trouble to scatter some 
of the seeds of the Vernal grass in the 
pastures. The result in the flavor of 
the milk and butter w ill soon be notic- 
uble. 
Where fancy butter is made a 
specialty this grass is an essential to 
the pastures. 
The fragrance of the grass is due to 
the presence of gum benzoin or benzo­ 
ic acid, which can be dissolved in cold 
water. 
Butter washed in water in 
w hich the grasses have been soaking 
will lose its rancidity to a large ex­ 
tent. 
Ensilage butter is often desti­ 
tute of true flavor, and it can only be 
flavored by artificial methods or by 
Adding some such fragrant grass to 
tlie silo which will impart its sweet­ 
ness to the milk before it leaves the 
cows.—E. P. Smith in American Culti­ 
vator. 


D e p th o f G o o d Soil. 
The opinions of farmers 
differ, 
though 
not more widely than the 
facts on which they are based, as to 
the depth that soil may be profit­ 
ably cultivated. 
In the best soils 
plant food is found deeper than the 
plow can ever go. This, however, is 
mainly mineral. Vegetable m atters 
collect near the surface. 
If they are 
deep, as they sometimes are, the low­ 
er portions are generally tilled with 
stagnant water. 
Some settlers 
on 
black muck soil in the west thought 
they had secured land of inexhausti­ 
ble fertility, mainly because it was 
black to a great depth. 
They found 
after 
a while that 
however deep 
their muck beds, only the part that 
could 
he thoroughly dried 
during 
the growing season was of any use 
to them. 
W hat such land needs m ost 
is thorough drainage. 
As soon as it 
gets this, however, the muck bed be­ 
comes thinner, as its carbon burns by 
exposure to sun and air. Then conies 
the severest test. 
If the original soil 
is deficit in mineral plant food the 
lacking elements m ust soon be sup­ 
plied. 
But whether poor or rich m 
mineral plant food, supplies of potash 
and phosphate will be needed. 
How­ 
ever poor the vegetable m atter may 
be, its decomposition 
will lilx-rate 
ammonia enough to g o a long way to ­ 
ward supplying grain crops, provided 
phosphate is furnished. 
But where- 
ever the subsoil is sandy, potash is 
also probably needed. 
Wood ashes 
are nearly alw ays beneficial to muck 
lands, as the caustic potash they con­ 
tain hastens decomposition of vege­ 
table food, besides making phosphate 
also more available.—Correspondent 
New York Tribune. 


M ore R o o m for V e g e ta b le s . 
A writer in the London Garden 
urges the importance of giving more 
room to some garden 
vegetables, 
among others to garden peas, especial- 
ly of the large varieties. 
In a deep 
rich soil they will grow' strongly and 
branch freely, and give a longer suc­ 
cession of well filled pods than if grown 
thickly together. A pint of sound se*-ds 
should be enough to plant a double 
drill 90 feet long. 
The experiment of 
trying both ways is easily tried. 
We 
suppose the same difference would re­ 
sult as with corn, which if sown in 
thick drills will give but few small 
ears; or with asparagus, the modern 
mode of setting the plants four or five 
feet apart growing larger and finer 
stalks and more of them by weight, 
than in crowded beds with the plants 
nine inches asunder, as some writer* 
still recommend. 


•T r u c k F a rm in g 
This industry, according to a bulle­ 
tin recently issued by the census office 
at Washington, has assumed surpris­ 
ing proportions. 
Truck farming is 
considered by the statistician as dis­ 
tinct from market gardening. 
The 
former is carried on in favored locali­ 
ties at a distance from market, water 
and rail transportation being neces­ 
sary, while the latter is conducted 
near local markets, the grower of vege­ 
tables using his own team for tran­ 
sporting his products direct to either 
the retailer or consumer. 
Fpward o f 
$100,000,000 are in vest ad in this in­ 
dustry in the United States, the an­ 
nual products reaching a value of 
$7(5,517,155 on the farms after pay­ 
ing freights and commissions, realized 
upon 534,4-40 acres of land. There 
are employed in this industry 210,705 
men, 9,254 women, and 14,87 4 chil­ 
dren, aiiled by 75,800 horses and 
mules and $8,971*200 70 worth of 
implements. 


G r o w in g S is a l H em p . 
An agent of the department of agri­ 
culture has lately been in Florida in­ 
vestigating the prospects there for 
growing sisal hemp, from which bind­ 
ing twine and cordage are made. The 
sisal hemp fiber now used is im port­ 
ed from Yucatan at an annual cost of 
about 
$5,000,000. 
In 
southern 
Florida a better variety than that 
imported is found growing wild, and 
in a few years that state could more 
than supply the heeds of tlie whole 
country, if it would undertake to do 
it. The lack of suitable machinery 
for separating the fiber from the leaves 
is the greatest drawback, but that is 
one than American inventive genius 
can soon remove. 
A fortune aw aits 
the successful inventor of a sisal hemp 
fiber machine.

manure, cultivate and manage it.—

more wax than they use with ptofit? 
In other words, is pot some of the 
wax wasted? was a query profounded 
and answered recently in the Ameri 
can Bee Journal. Prof. Cook replied: 
“I do not think so. I believe tins 
w'aste of wax imaginary. Bees secrete 
wax when they need it.’ A- B. Ma­ 
son said: “My bees do not secrete wax 
unless they need it. The idea that 
bees have to make wax, whether they 
want to or not, is a humbug, I be­ 
lieve.” The editor said, “As bees on­ 
ly produce wax when needed, the 
chance for waste 
ia infinitesimally 
sm all.” 


A R SE N IC A N D A M M O N IA . 


R e m a r k a b le C o n tr a s t In th e E ffe c t 
c f T w o P o is o n s o n t h e C o m p le x ­ 
ion. 
The slow absorption of many pois­ 
ons changes in some more or less 
modified form the complexion, but 
arsenic and ammonia show their effect 
about as quickly as any. The popu­ 
lar belief that arsenic clears the com ­ 
plexion has led many silly women to 
kill themselves with it in small, con­ 
tinued doses. 
It produces a waxy, ivory-like ap- 
pearance of the skin during a certain 
stage of the poisoning, hut its terrible 
after effects have become 
too well 
known to make it of common use as 
a cosmetic. 
The effects of ammonia upon the com­ 
plexion are directly the opposite to 
that of arsenic. The first symptom 
of ammonia poisoning which appears 
among those who work in ammonia 
factories is a discoloration of the 
skin of the nose and forehead. 
This 
gradually extends over the face until 
the complexion has a stained, blotch­ 
ed, and unsightly appearance. With 
ptopie who take am m onia into their 
system s in smaller doses, as with 
their water or food, these striking 
sym ptom s do not appear so soon. 
The only effect of the poison that is 
visible for a time is a generalunwhole- 
Homeness and sallowuess of the com­ 
plexion. 
Many |>eople are slowly absorbing 
am monia poison without knowing it. 
The use of ammonia in the manufact­ 
ures has greatly increased of late, and 
it is unquestionably used as an adul­ 
terant in certain food p re p a r a tio n s . 
Official analysis have plainly showed 
its use even in such cheap a rtic le s of 
every day consumption as baking 
powders. The continued absorption 
of ammonia in even minute quantities 
as an adulterant in food is injurious 
not merely from its effect upon the 
complexion, but because it destroys 
the coating of the stomach and causes 
dyspepsia and kindred evils. 
Professor Long of Chicago, is author­ 
ity tor the statem ent that, if to fifty 
million parts of water there ia one 
part of ammonia, the w ater is danger* 
ous.

There isa curious and interesting 
old “grandfather’s” clock in W. B. 
Sim onson’s art-mechanism store in 
Brooklyn. 
This is its history, so far 
as its history is known: 
Mr. Bailey, of Bailey <fc Lawrence, 
ruhber-dealers in Boston, while on a 
pleasure trip in England, found the 


2lock in an out-of the way place in the 
town of Grantham, near Che-hire. It 
was out of repair, and had not run for 
fifty years. 
No one could be found 
who would undertake to put it in 
order. Mr. Bailey was impressed with 
its great beauty and fineness of work­ 
manship, and In* bought it for $300 
and brought it over to Boston, ex­ 
pecting to find easily a Yankee tinker 
who could “fix 
it. 
No Yankee could 
put it in order, though many tried, 
and the old clock remained in innocu­ 
ous desuetude for years in Mr. Bail­ 
ey’s house. 
Mr. Simonson bought the timepiece, 
brought it to Brooklyn a year ago, 
and has spent several months in tak­ 
ing it to pieces and putting it m order. 
It 
is a remarkable clock in man) 
ways, and shows at every point that 
it is the work of a master of the art of 
clock-making. 
Its proportions 
are 
symmetrical, and it is much taller and 
heavier than other clocks of the kind. 
The case is of solid mahogany, and 
the interior wood-work of oak. The 
face is of silver and gold bronze, etch­ 
ed all over the surface. 
In the center 
is a large figure of Apollo playing on a 
golden lyre. 
The most singular part of the clock 
is its chimes. These consist of thir­ 
teen solid silver bells on the top of the 
clock and concealed from view by a 
hood, 
which rises like a half-moon 
over the top of the face. The striking 
machinery and the hells had rested 
for untold years on a stout plunk of 
English cherry, and Mr. Simonson 
found that the fifty pounds weight of 
the chimes had broken nine brass 
braces and warped the thick plank, 
and that the delicate machinery had 
been so disturbed by it that the wheels 
would not revolve. The machinery 
had been fastened to the cherry plank 
by nails hand-forged on an anvil. 
The music of the bells is peculiarly 
sweet and soft. 
When the machinery 
was in order—the old barrel, like that 
of a music-box, having been in fact, 
spiked anew—it was like walking up a 
long-forgotten past to hear the old 
tunes, many of them being known only 
by their names. 
The names of the 
tunes the chimes play are inscribed on 
the metal clock face. 
These art* the 
names in the order the chimes play 
them: “The Minuet,” “Britons, Strike 
Home,” “A Young Virgin of Fifteen,” 
“TheLord Biron’sM aggot,”“0 ,Lovely 
Charmer,” “ An Opera Tune,” “ Bury 
[ Fair,” 4 Katherine Oggie,” “ThisGreat 
W orld,” “Ormond's March,” 
“The 
lxovely Sailor,” and “Dumeof Honor,” 
It requires thirty-five hammers to 
) pound OUt tin—e tunes. 
tin the dock fat e is the maker's 
name, “Edward Hemins,” and “ Bis- 
siter,” the town where it was made, in 
the north of England.—The Sun.
